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Nutrition for Seniors 


aims to aid the a

Every weekday the Nutrition for 
Seniors program serves lunches to more 
than 100 West End senior citizens 
Funded by the California Office on 
Aging, Nutrition for Seniors is centered 
at 110 N. Vine St., Ontario in a building 
donated by the Christian Church 

A five-person crew prepares meals for 
73 people who eat there and also for 30 
people who meet at Cucamonga 
Neighborhood Service Center, 10155 24th 
St. Meals for the Cucamonga center are 
packed in styrofoam and transported by 
a Cucamonga Schoo! District van 

The nutrition program provides a 
double service for senior citizens 
nutritious meals and companionship 
Most of the people couldn't fix a meal 
that good, said Vera Carlton of Upland, 
manager of the Ontario center. Many 
older people aren't physically able to 
shop for food and prepare meals, and 
they can't afford to buy the foods they 
need 


The nutrition center purchases food 
wholesale, but with increased costs, it's 
harder than ever to provide nutritious 
meals, Mrs. Cariton said 

With a large, hot lunch, participants 
need to fix only a light breakfast and 
Supper. Some are unhappy when they 
aren't allowed to take another meal 
home with them, she said. But most are 

very appreciative” of everything the 
nutrition center does 

Before ‘‘many people weren’t getting a 
hot meal. They really look forward to 
it commented Calalina Montez, 
director of the Cucamonga center 


Many communities use a similar 
program called Meals on Wheels which 
takes hot lunches to individual homes 
But for senior citizens who are able to 
move around, the community meal is 
better 


Most of the people don't have families 
living close or their families don't have 
“This gives

Children teach their parents

Three mornings a week a classroom at 
Moreno School in Montclair looks like a 
nursery school. As 19 West End parents 
assist, 22 children play with blocks, read 
books or paint pictures 


But the adults are the students, enroll- 
ed in parent-child relationships, a class 
offered to West End residents by Chaffe; 
Adult Evening School. Parents and 
children attend class together so that the 
adults can learn more about how 
children develop 

Parents can care for their children 
better when they understand that 
behavior results from the child's age and 
Stage of development, noted teacher 
Frances Maxwell 


The evening class youngsters achieve 
better than other children when they 
enter school — parents are involved and 
learn how to help them grow at home 
said Mrs. Maxwell 


And parents use their new knowledge 
to improve their own lives, Mrs. Max- 
well commented. Several mothers got 
jobs as aides after their children began 
first grade 


Once a week parents have a discussion 
period when they see films and discuss 
such topics as dependency and in- 
dependence. They also discuss behavior 
problems and solutions. One evening a 
month guest speakers discuss such 
topics as nutrition, family planning and 
hyperactive children 


The schedule for the children 
emphasizes both social and physical 
development. A normal class includes 
structured and unstructured play, snack 
tume, art, music, sharing, rest time and 
Story time 

Activities are geared to the age and 
development of each child. “I don't 
teach the alphabet,"’ Mrs. Maxwell said 

When they are ready, they learn it.’ 

Parents learn how to supervise 
children's activities. Mrs. Maxwell said, 
the main thing to remember is that the 
process of creating is more important 
than what the child makes 

It isn’t always necessary to make 

something.’ she noted. Instead of ask- 
ing ‘What are you making?” parents 
should encourage children to work with 
textures, shapes and colors 

Children should be allowed to work out 


their own problems and experiment with 
different ways of doing things. For in- 
Stance, parents should let the child 
figure out for him- or herself how to fit 
blocks into a truck. But if the child asks 
for help. the parent should respond, Mrs 
Maxwell added 


Parents also learn that children need 
both freedom to develop and discipline 
Discipline isn’t a punishment but a 
‘favor,’ Mrs. Maxwell noted. The most 
important thing is for the parent to be 
consistent so the child can develop trust 


Parents should set as few rules as 
possible, but always enforce the ones 
they set. In the classroom, children must 
sit at the table to eat their snacks. A few 
get up, Mrs. Maxwell said, but a parent 
always brings the child back to the table 

She advises parents to give their 
children responsibility at home for little 
things they can do themselves. In the 
classroom, children put away toys after 
play sessions and each day a different 
child collects trash after snack time 

Mrs. Maxwell said, ’ All the principals 
have been so helpful” in letting classes 
meet throughout the district. But we 


need classes like this in every school. It 
definitely makes a difference’ both for 
children and parents 

Parents must attend class two days a 
week to get credit but many attend all 
three days. One day a week each parent 
brings a friend or relative to supervise 
the children during discussion period 

Several class sessions both in the mor 
ning and afternoon, are offered each 
semester by Chaffey Aduit Evening 
School. Enrollment fee is $2 for supplies 
Parents may repeat the course several 
tumes if they wish 





them something to do, gives them a 
different outlook on life,’ Mrs. Carlton 
said 

Once a month the center has a birthday 
cake to collectively celebrate all the 
birthdays. They have celebrated several 
Sth wedding anniversaries recently 

It's the little things that are 
important,”” she said, "but nobody has 
time for old people.’’ 

When Mrs, Carlton began working in 
the senior nutrition program, her mother 
lived in Tucson, “I knew | couldn't be 
helping my mother, This way | feel like 
I'm helping someone.’ 

The centers serve other needs, too 
Senior citizens are given annual flu 
shots. The county health nurge visits 
each week to check blood pressures. She 
listens to people's problems, referring 
them to a doctor if the problem is 
serious, such as diabetes 

The Cucamonga center assists low 
income families and provides several 
programs for community members. The 
center presently offers upholstery, 
sewing, cake decorating and dancing 
Classes. A citizenship class will begin 
Nov. 21 As manager at the Ontario 
center, Mrs. Carlton makes menu 
Suggests which are checked by the 
county services nutritionist. Meals 
stress meat and milk with a different 
menu each day. A typical meal includes 
fried chicken, sald, bread, two 
vegetables, beverage and deasert 

Mrs. Cariton also does the shopping 
and keeps records of all expenditures 
and everyone who eats at the center 
Serving more than 100 meals a day would 
be impossible without the kitchen staff 
Frances Andrade of Upland, Vivian 
Gramm and Vern Baker of Ontario and 
cook Gladys Eck of Upland.

Preliminary landscape plans for 
Upland Civic Center mall call for several 
alterations from the architect's master 
plan, the City Council was informed 
Monday 

Landscape architect Ray Ortin has 
redesigned the courtyards to give more 
prominence to the Euclid Avenue 
courtyard and to facilitate interaction 
between City Hall and the library 

The original plan called for identical 
courtyards between the library and City 
Hall and between the police and fire 
stations. The change in the Euclid 
Avenue courtyard will develop it into a 
relaxation area, possibly with o 
sculpture as the central focus, Ortin 
said 

Since the fire and police buildings are 

, not the same size, he noted, the entrance 
to that courtyard from D St. needs to be 
realigned to connect the walkways 

Commenting that conditions have 
changed since the master plan was 
formulated, Ortin recommended against 
using fountain or reflecting pools 
because of cost and maintenance 
problems 

In the first stage, landscaping will be 
done only in the City Hall-library 
section, but the city must have a general 
design so the plantings will be 
compatible when the mall is completed 

Minima! landscaping will be done in 
the first stage so that the arcade can be 
constructed later without tearing up 
trees and shrubs. Eventually, Ortin said 
the effect will be of ‘‘littie vistas through 
the colonades 

Council approved the preliminary 
plan. City landscape architects will 
prepare specific working drawings next 
The preliminary plan is available for 
public inspection and comment in the 
library for a week and then in the City 
Hall lobby 

In other action, City Council awarded a 
gas tax project to RK. G. Wheatley and 
Co., Inc. of Upland which submitted the 
low bid of $20,166. The project will 
improve Lith Ave. between Eighth and 
Raymond streets and a small section of 
Raymond near 11th 

Council also awarded a project to 
construct a sanitary sewer interceptor in 
14th Street between Alita and Campus 
avenues to J. and §. Paving Co., Inc. of 
Palms Springs. The bid of $66,347 was 
considerably lower than the engineers’ 
estimate of $86,000, commented city 
manager Lee Travers 
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80 terrific, I've learned to depend on her 
I don't know what we'll do when she 
leaves,’’ Mrs, Carlton said 

The biggest problem the program 
faces is transportation. There are many 
West End senior citizens who can't take 
part in the program because they don't 
have transportation. One church uses a 
minivan to take people to the center, and 
the program is trying to organize 
volunteers who would transport senior 
citizens 

Noting that there are many senior 
citizens who don't know about the 
nutrition program, Mary E, Bradshaw, a 
member of Ontario's Sentor Citizens 
Affairs Commission, said any West End 
resident who is 60 or older is eligible, 
“And we never turn anyone away.’ 

People under 60 are charged $1.25 for 
the meal, and those more than 60 are 
asked to donate as much as they can 
afford. ‘I don’t give that much every day 
because | can't afford it,"’ Mrs. 
Bradshaw said. ‘That's what this 
program is for." 

Other West End programs for senior 
citizens include senior outreach and 
homemaker aide, In the senior outreach 
program six aides who are senior 
citizens themselves inform older people 
about. available’ programa, 

The homemaker aide program 
provides necessary housekeepi 
services to help elderly or 
people maintain their-own All of 
these pmgrams are coordinated under 
the Community Services Department of 
the San Bernardino County Human 
Resources Agency and are funded by the 
state and federal governments

Bicycle equipment 
requirements will be upgraded 
by a new law which goes into 
effect Jan. 1, 1975, Capt. W. C 
Jones, commander of the 
California Highway Patrol’s 
Pomona area, said today 

The law calis for additional 
reflectors to improve night 
visibility of all bikes. A white 
reflector will be required on the 
front of the bike and a white or 
yellow reflector must be 
installed on each side forward 
of the center of the bicycle 
usually a two-way reflector in 
the spokes. Also required will 
be a white or red reflector on 
each side to the rear of center 
The side reflectors may be 
omitted if the bicycle is 
equipped with reflectorized 
tires, front and rear 

New reflectors are in 
addition to present 
requirements for a white light 
on the front, visible for 300 feet 
and a red reflector on the rear, 
also visible for $00 feet. The 
new law also permits a red 
lamp on the rear, visible for 300 
feet 

Capt. Jaones said the law 
specifies that reflectorized 
tires or reflectors on the front 
sides and rear of a bicycle must 
be visible from 500 feet and 
must be a type approved by the 
highway patrol 

Added safety provisions are 
necessary because the 
increased popularity of bicycles 
has also increased the number 
of bicycle accidents. In the 
local area, there have been 30 
bieyele accidents resulting in 
no deaths and 90 injuries so far 
this year. The bike rider has 
always been the injured party

Usually one associates 
mission work with far off 
primitive peoples, but the First 
Presbyterian Church of Upland 
has two right in the West End 

One is the Alta Loma Girls’ 
Home established in August, 
1972 which the church 
purchased and leased to the 
Good Samaritan Centers. The 
Centers provide house-parents, 
Win and John Nelson, who work 
to carry out the goal of the 
home, which is to help the six 
girls living there mature into 
responsible, caring human 
beings 

The other mission is the 
Shelter Care Inn in Ontario 
which opened early in July, 
1974. Its purpose is to provide 
temporary placement of 
children from birth to 18 years 
of age. Houseparents there are 
John and Nancy Barnhill 

Until the opening of the ‘‘Inn"’ 
(named in reference to New 
Testament Inns) the only place 
West End juvenile officers 
could send non-delinquent 
children, taken or separated 
from their parents for various 
reasons, was to. the 
dependcency unit of Juvenile 
Hall 

As with any household, the 
physical and emotional needs of 
its occupants need to be met 
and inside and outside 
maintenance and replacement 
of parts and furnishings must 
be achieved 

This is where the members of 
the First Presbyterian Church, 
and other interested residents, 
can actively participate in a 





local mission project 

One of the most urgent 
immediate needs is to provide 
clothing for both homes. Many 
children arrive with only the 
clothing they are wearing. Mrs 
Harry (Marguerite) Courtney 
is chairman of the Emergency 
Clothes Closet Committee. The 
members will sort, tag and 
mend donated clothing 
Clothing may be brought to the 
church, and Mrs. Courtney will 
gladly accept the help of any 
“nimble, thimble fingers."’ 

Another urgent need is for a 
group of sitters at the “Inn” to 
relieve the houseparents there 
Elaine Bell and Toddi Harlan 
are co-chairing this committee 
and would appreciate 
husband-wife, wife-mother, 
mother/daughter and/or son, 
olster/youngster teams, as well 
as individuals, so that any one 
volunteer(s) would be called 
upon only once every three 
months 

The third urgent need is a 
group willing to be personally 
involved with the girls at the 
home. The girls are anxious to 
learn to make their own gifts; 
they'd like to learn crafts; and 
they'd love to go shopping with 
an adult for their own linens 
and room furnishings, 
providing donors can be found 
for these items. The original 
items of this nature are 
wearing out. The Nelsons, 
houseparents at the Home, feel 
that one way to teach 
responsibility is to provide 
items to be responsible for. The 
girls do help with household 


chores and take care of their 
own rooms and possessions 
New possessions of their own 
choosing could do a lot to give a 
“pride of ownership’’ feeling
